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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  iSandbach  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1969  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District. 

The  estimated  population  has  risen  once  again,  this  time  by  490 
and  now  stands  at  12,160. 

There  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  this 
year  and  no  deaths  have  been  reported.  The  campaign  against 
measles  by  means  of  vaccination  was  seriously  interrupted  during 
the  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  two  batches  of  vaccine 
manufactured  in  this  country  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
reliance  could  only  be  placed  on  one  source.  This  meant  that  no 
appointments  could  be  made  through  the  computer  with  the  result 
that  very  few  children  were  dealt  with.  This  is  most  unfortunate 
as  it  is  expected  that  the  winter  of  1970-71  will  see  an  increase  in 
measles  and  it  was  hoped  that  as  many  children  as  possible  could 
be  protected  before  this  occurred.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  stocks  of  vaccine  have  been  increased  and  it  is  hoped 
to  restart  the  vaccination  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  recent  years  events  have  very  much  been  dominated  by  the 
prospects  of  Local  Government  reorganisation.  It  would  appear 
that  the  direction  in  which  this  is  going  to  go  is  not  quite  the  same 
as  everyone  expected  consequent  upon  the  Maud  Report,  and  it 
may  well  be  that  here  in  Cheshire  we  will  end  up  with  a  well 
balanced  system  of  Two-Tier  Government  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  delegation  from  the  higher  Authority.  Indeed,  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  happen  so  that  not  only  will  Local  Government  be 
more  interesting  and  more  worthwhile  to  the  elected  representatives, 
but  more  important  still  the  public  could  get  a  better  quality  service. 

However,  the  recommendations  made  in  the  Seebohm  Committee 
Report  have  been  largely  implemented  in  the  Social  Services  Act 
and  the  County  Council  have  appointed  a  Director  of  Social 
Services  who  will  take  over  the  functions  of  the  Children’s  De¬ 
partment,  the  Welfare  Department,  and  many  important  sections 
of  the  Health  Department.  Up  to  now  no  one  person  has  ever  been 
responsible  for  such  a  combined  appointment  and  in  the  nature 
of  things  a  new  Director  will  be  serving  an  apprenticeship  and  many 
aspects  of  his  new  job  he  will  have  to  learn,  not  previously  having 
had  any  experience  in  such  important  subjects  as  Child  Care, 
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Training  Centres,  Mental  Welfare,  Home  Helps,  Physically  Handi¬ 
capped,  and  certain  aspects  of  Housing  Management.  However,  we 
cannot  go  on  deploring  this  situation  and  must  somehow  or  other 
endeavour  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  make  the  new  set-up  work 
so  that  the  public  who  are  in  receipt  of  these  services  will  not  in 
any  way  suffer  as  indeed  they  might.  It  is  doubtful  whether  they 
will  have  an  improved  Service  as  I  cannot  myself  see  how  a  Com¬ 
prehensive  Family  Service  can  in  any  way  be  divorced  from  the 
health  aspect  of  their  problems.  I  think  it  is  essential  that  the 
District  Councils,  or  any  new  Second-Tier  Authority  which  may 
evolve,  should  make  certain  that  they  are  adequately  represented 
in  the  Social  Service  build-up  and  that  their  Health  Department, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health  Inspectors  are  integrated  into 
the  scheme. 

For  a  good  number  of  years  now  the  Housing  Department  has 
been  lodged  with  the  Health  Department,  where  in  my  view  it 
should  be  located  always.  Council  house  management  and  alloca¬ 
tion  has  a  very  large  social,  welfare  and  health  content  involved  in 
it  and  I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  way  in  which  this 
is  handled  by  Mr.  Rogers  and  his  staff.  I  am  always  kept  fully  in 
the  picture  as  to  what  is  happening  and  frequently  I  am  asked  to 
make  contributions  in  settling  those  cases  which  are  referred  on 
medical  grounds. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  N.  A.  Rogers,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  B.  M.  Williams  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  ;  and 
also  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Rees,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for 
his  contribution  to  this  report.  To  Mr.  D.  N.  Mills,  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  I  am  indebted  for  his  help  and  advice  on  matters  particular 
to  my  branch  of  the  work  I  do  for  the  Council.

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Child  Health  Clinks 

As  forecast  in  the  report  of  last  year,  considerable  changes  are 
beginning  to  take  place  in  the  Child  Health  Clinics,  with  special 
reference  to  Development  Paediatrics.  A  number  of  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  General  Practitioners  have  received 
courses  of  training  in  this  new  field  of  work  and  are  beginning  to 
operate  the  new  scheme.  This  involves  seeing  all  babies  at  certain 
specified  intervals  from  the  age  of  six  weeks  to  assess  in  great  detail 
the  neurological  and  physical  development  of  the  child.  Special 
equipment  has  been  provided  in  the  Clinics  for  this  purpose  and 
appointments  are  given  for  each  visit. 

We  have  already  found  that  mothers  take  great  interest  in  this 
new  procedure  and  are  anxious  to  participate.  At  the  same  time 
we  do  not  neglect  all  the  other  purposes  for  which  these  Child 
Health  Clinics  were  originally  established,  and  the  feeding  problems 
and  other  ailments  that  develop  during  the  upbringing  of  a  child 
are  being  adequately  dealt  with.  We  have  during  the  year  stopped 
the  sale  of  branded  foods  at  the  Clinics  and  it  would  appear  that 
from  the  figures  being  reported  that  there  has  been  a  falling-off  in 
the  number  of  attendances.  This  was  to  be  expected  as  we  knew 
that  many  mothers  attended  just  to  buy  the  foods.  What  I  am 
certain  we  are  now  dealing  with  are  the  special  cases  being  sent  for 
under  the  Development  Scheme,  and  mothers  who  are  really  worried 
about  their  children  and  want  Clinic  advice.

Water  Supply 

Sandbach  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  River  Dee  water  from 
Hurleston  Treatment  Works. 

River  Dee  water  is  moderately  hard.  Regular  bacteriological 
samples  are  taken  and  the  water  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Extension  of  mains  has  been  carried  out  to  serve  new  housing 
development  and  in  some  cases  to  improve  existing  supplies. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  further  work  was  carried  out  on  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Hind  Heath  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Valley  Sewer  from 
a  point  near  Town  Fields,  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Appli¬ 
cation  for  Loan  Sanction  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.

It  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that,  in  addition  to  Public  Health 
work,  a  large  number  of  visits  are  made  in  relation  to  the  other 
section  of  the  Department,  Council  House  Management. 

There  is  a  good  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  and  visits 
made  as  compared  with  recent  years.  There  is  no  straightforward 
reason  for  this,  but  a  contributory  factor  could  be  the  amount  of 
work  which  nowadays  has  to  be  done  outside  normal  office  hours. 
On  the  majority  of  evenings  and  weekends  one  or  other  of  the 
Inspectors  is  called  upon  to  perform  some  duty  as  a  matter  of 
urgency  or  expediency.  Unfortunately,  the  investigation  of  com¬ 
plaints  of  an  environmental  nature  such  as  noise,  smell,  smoke,  etc. 
has  to  be  carried  out  at  the  times  when  such  nuisances  are  of  the 
greatest  annoyance  to  residents,  and  this  is  more  often  than  not 
during  normal  hours  of  leisure.  The  considerable  increase  in  recent 
years  in  this  type  of  complaint  makes  one  wonder  whether  eventually 
Inspectors  may  have  to  work  in  shifts,  or  at  least,  organise  a  system 
of  official  stand-by  duty. 

It  will  be  seen  that  no  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  1969. 
It  has  for  a  long  time  been  this  Council’s  policy  to  enforce  action 
by  statutory  procedure  only  when  all  other  methods  have  failed. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

It  is  still  not  possible  to  report  that  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
operates  throughout  the  district.  Appropriate  provision  was  made 
in  the  annual  financial  estimates  to  allow  for  additional  employees 
in  this  section,  but  eventually  the  permanent  labour  force  was  not 
increased  in  view  of  the  Council’s  intention  to  embark  on  a  scheme 
of  Work  Study.  However,  several  students  were  engaged  on  a 
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temporary  basis  during  the  holiday  season  and  this  prevented  any 
serious  deterioration  of  the  collection  cycle.  It  was  envisaged  that 
a  Work  Study  team  would  commence  investigation  of  the  refuse 
collection  service  early  in  1970  with  a  view  to  the  implementation 
of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  during  the  summer.  A  decision  will 
also  then  have  to  be  made  on  the  replacement  of  one  of  the 
collection  vehicles. 

The  issue  of  polythene  sacks  to  those  households  which  were  due 
to  miss  their  normal  collections  during  Easter  and  Christmas  holi¬ 
days  again  proved  successful. 

On  Monday  of  each  week  one  vehicle  is  set  aside  for  special 
collections  of  items  and  materials  which  are  unacceptable  during 
routine  collections.  There  is  a  good  demand  for  this  service,  and 
it  probably  does  prevent  much  indiscriminate  dumping  of  un¬ 
wanted  articles. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Efforts  to  secure  further  tipping  sites  met  with  no  success  during 
1969.  Notice  of  intention  to  acquire  the  use  of  a  particular  site 
in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  brought  forth  a  number  of  protests 
and  the  proposal  was  referred  to  the  County  Development  Sub¬ 
committee  but  the  position  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  March  between  the  appropriate  officials  of 
all  the  South  Cheshire  Authorities  to  discuss  problems  of  refuse 
disposal  and  it  was  obvious  that  several  of  these  Councils  were 
becoming  concerned  as  to  facilities  for  future  refuse  disposal. 
Subsequently  discussions  took  place  at  officer-level  with  neighbour¬ 
ing  Authorities  and  it  appeared  likely  that,  subject  to  settlement 
of  terms,  refuse  from  Sandbach  could  be  accepted  by  Alsager  Urban 
District  Council  at  a  new  pulverising  plant  which  was  expected  to 
be  in  operation  by  March  1970.  This  at  least  safeguards  the  position 
from  the  Sandbach  point  of  view,  and  it  would  also  mean  that  the 
refuse  would  be  dealt  with  in  a  more  modern,  hygienic  manner. 
It  is,  however,  fair  to  point  out  that  the  filling  of  holes  with  crude 
refuse  was  a  very  cheap  method  of  disposal  and  the  use  of  mechan¬ 
ical  plant  will  inevitably  be  much  more  expensive. 


Civic  Amenities  Act  1967 

Local  residents  wishing  to  dispose  of  old  cars  are  allowed  to 
leave  them  at  the  Malkins  Bank  Tip  or  at  the  Newall  Avenue 
Depot  where  a  small  locked  compound  has  been  established  for  the 
purpose.  Certain  scrap  merchants  are  then  permitted  to  dismantle 
the  vehicles  and  remove  the  materials.  Members  of  the  public  are 
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also  advised  that  they  can  dispose  of  refuse  and  other  unwanted 
goods  at  Malkins  Bank  Tip. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  the  case  of  only  one  particular  site  to 
enforce  the  legal  provisions  with  regard  to  abandoned  cars.  On 
one  occasion  eleven  vehicles  were  removed,  and  on  a  later  occasion 
two  vehicles  were  removed  from  the  same  site  but  one  car  was 
subsequently  reclaimed  by  the  owner. 


Supply  of  Dustbins 

The  Council  does  not  operate  a  Dustbin  Scheme  under  Section 
75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  but  a  supply  of  dustbins  is  kept 
for  sale  on  request.  269  properties  were  supplied  in  this  way.  All 
bins  issued  by  the  Council  have  rubber  lids  as  metal  lids  are  no 
longer  in  demand. 


Conservancy 

The  scheme  whereby  arrangements  were  made  with  Congleton 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  in  this  area 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  has  worked  very  satis- 
factorily.  Eight  houses  are  thus  served  and  three  pails  from  other 
types  of  premises  are  also  emptied.  This  is  a  reduction  of  three  as 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures,  these  three  houses  having  had 
water  closets  and  septic  tanks  installed. 


Public  Conveniences 

In  general,  there  has  been  less  ill-use  of  the  Public  Conveniences 
during  1969  than  in  preceding  years,  and  it  has  made  a  pleasant 
change  to  report  that  there  was  very  little  damage  or  trouble  during 
the  Christmas  break,  the  Wakes  Weekend,  etc. 

When  discussing  the  question  of  modifying  the  Convenience 
money-locks  to  take  decimal  coins,  the  Council  reviewed  their 
policy  in  relation  to  locked  W.C.  compartments,  and  it  was  decided 
to  retain  money-locks  on  all  doors.

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  two  individual 
cottages,  one  of  which  was  unoccupied. 

The  Council  concluded  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a  group 
of  ten  unfit  houses  at  East  Biworth.  It  is  the  intention  to  rehouse 
the  tenants,  demolish  the  houses  and  redevelop  the  land  with 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons,  probably  a  combined  Part 
III/ Flatlets  scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council. 
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The  purchase  of  eleven  Forge  Fields  houses,  which  were  the 
subject  of  Closing  Orders,  was  practically  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  Council  intend  to  demolish  the  property,  widen  the 
road  and  construct  a  small  children’s  playground. 

A  pair  of  houses  in  Hawk  Street  which  were  not  included  in  the 
Hawk  Street  Clearance  Order  a  few  years  ago  have  now  been 
purchased.  Here  also  the  Council  propose  to  rehouse  the  tenants 
and  demolish  the  houses  with  a  view  to  tidying-up  the  area. 

No  further  progress  was  made  with  the  clearance  of  the  Chapel 
Street  area.  Uncertainty  concerning  road  proposals  has  caused  this 
matter  to  be  held  in  abeyance  since  the  Clearance  Area  was  declared 
in  1966.  This  leaves  a  great  deal  of  confusion  in  the  minds  of 
owners  and  tenants  of  the  houses  involved  and  it  is  hoped  some 
decisive  action  will  be  taken  before  much  longer. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 

There  was  no  action  whatsoever  during  1969  concerning 
Certificates  of  Disrepair. 


Improvement  Grants 

The  Housing  Act  1969  which  came  into  operation  on  25th  August 
1969  reconstituted  and  enlarged  the  previous  provisions  with  regard 
to  house  improvement,  but  no  appreciable  difference  was  involved 
in  the  applications  dealt  with  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  established  any  Improvement  Areas. 

The  total  number  of  Improvement  Grants  of  all  kinds  approved 
since  the  start  of  the  scheme  is  292.

Qualification  Certificates 

The  Housing  Act  1969  also  introduced  new  provisions  concerning 
the  conversion  of  controlled  tenancies  to  regulated  tenancies  where 
specific  conditions  in  regard  to  fitness,  state  of  repair  and  amenities 
are  satisfied.  This  brought  forth  a  number  of  enquiries  during  the 
latter  part  of  1969  but  no  applications  were  received  during  the 
year.

33  applicants  from  the  general  waiting  list  were  rehoused  during 
1969  together  with  two  families  from  “condemned”  houses.  In 
addition,  there  were  98  applicants  on  the  Bungalow  waiting  list, 
five  cases  having  been  accommodated  during  the  year.  Three  single 
persons  were  provided  with  accommodation  in  Lightley  Court  Old 
People’s  Flatlets,  leaving  42  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  short-term  licences  for  individual  caravans  were  issued 
during  1969  and  both  were  operative  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  licence  in  respect  of  a  site  of  25  residential  caravans  at 
Wheelock  is  still  in  force  and  this  site  continues  to  be  maintained 
at  a  high  standard.

Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  District  has  been 
continued  in  use  throughout  the  year,  most  of  the  meat  going  for 
consumption  in  other  areas. 

During  the  year  a  Ministry  Veterinary  Officer  took  swabs  of  the 
slaughterhouse  premises  and  equipment  for  bacteriological  exami¬ 
nation  and  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  Council  again  reviewed  the  hours  of  slaughtering  in  relation 
to  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966  and  decided 
to  make  no  alteration  to  the  restrictions  previously  imposed. 

The  unfit  meat  from  this  slaughterhouse  is  collected  by  a  process¬ 
ing  firm.  In  accordance  with  the  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations 
1969,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  November  1969,  the  firm 
has  provided  special  locked  vehicles  for  the  purpose  and  admini¬ 
strative  safeguards  are  taken  in  an  endeavour  to  ensure  that  no 
unfit  meat  “goes  astray”.

Particular  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  two  cases  of  unfit  food 
which  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Some  cardboard  in  a  loaf  of  bread  led  to  a  prosecution  in¬ 
volving  a  fine  of  £25.  The  case  of  some  sediment  in  bottles  of  milk 
was  dealt  with  in  association  with  County  Health  Inspectors  as  the 
place  of  production  was  in  another  area,  and  steps  were  taken  to 
prevent  further  trouble  arising.

Dealers’  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council  whose  staff 
regularly  take  samples  of  the  milk  for  examination.  At  the  end  of 
1969  there  were  two  dairy  herds  in  the  district  from  which  milk  was 
sold  direct  to  the  public.

Only  four  retailers  were  involved  in  these  samples  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  there  was  an  upward  trend  in  the  results,  most 
of  the  Grade  I  results  being  produced  towards  the  end  of  the  series.

The  last  Annual  Report  mentioned  that  in  December  1968,  a 
letter  was  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  North  Western 
Economic  Planning  Council  urging  action  on  the  establishment  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas.  Soon  afterwards  a  letter  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  asked  the  Council  to  postpone 
any  scheme  for  initiating  smoke  control  in  the  Urban  District.  In 
subsequent  months  the  national  news  indicated  that  there  was  a 
shortage  of  smokeless  fuel :  it  became  obvious  that  difficulties  were 
likely  to  arise  in  connection  with  existing  Smoke  Control  Areas  and 
it  would  only  be  “adding  fuel  to  the  fire”  to  create  further  areas. 


Noise  Abatement 

42  complaints  of  noise  were  received  during  the  year.  Investi¬ 
gations  confirmed  nuisances  from  industrial  premises  in  four  cases, 
commercial  premises  in  one  case,  and  domestic  premises  in  one 
case.  Statutory  action  was  not  implemented  in  any  instance.
